Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

1. Claims 1, 2 and 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 

for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 

regards as the invention. 

The claims are generally narrative and indefinite, failing to conform with current U.S. 
practice. They appear to be a literal translation into English from a foreign document and are 
replete with grammatical and idiomatic errors. 

Claim 1 recites the limitation "the address", "the server", the accessible file" and "the 
possible" in line 7-9. There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim 2 recites the limitation "the server" and "the list of the ports" in the claim. There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim 5 recites the limitation "said explorer" in the claim. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC g 1 01 

35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of matter, or 
any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the conditions and 
requirements of this title. 
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2. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is directed to non- 
statutory subject matter. The claim is directed to the non-statutory subject matter of software or a 
program. The claimed subject matter does not contain any tangible limitations that will make this 
claim statutory. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC S 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

3. Claims 1 and 3-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Linden et 
al. (hereinafter Linden, U. S. Patent No. 6,549,773 Bl). 

As per claim 1 , Linden discloses a data transmission system formed by at least a station 
that includes a site explorer and by at least a data server that includes an access file that gives a 
list of names of accessible files (fig. 1), characterized in that an URL address is associated to at 
least one of said accessible file names, which address defines: a preparation of the activation of 
said station for an application, an application, an IP address for defining the address of the server 
of the accessible file, the name of the accessible file, the possible parameters for this fiel (col. 1 1. 
63-67 to col. 2 1. 1-67, col. 3 1. 19-34). 

As per claim 3, Linden discloses the transmission system adapted according the WAP 
system (col. 7 1.63-67 to col. 8 1. 1-32 and fig. 1). 
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As per claim 4, Linden discloses a station including a site explorer and means for 
activating the application as a function of said address (col. 10 1. 65-67 to col. 1 1 1.1-67, col. 12 
1.1-4, col. 5 1. 10-15, col. 3 1. 40-51, fig. 5 item#l). 

As per claim 5, Linden discloses a station characterized in that said explorer corresponds 
to the WAP system (col. 8 1. 8-1 1 and fig. 3 and fig. 5). 

As per claim 6, Linden discloses a method of transmitting data implying a data server and 
a station requesting data from said server (fig. 1), including the following steps: activating the 
site explorer of the station (col. 5 1. 10-15), connection to a site via a firewall (fig. 1 item #2), 
access to an access file with transfer in said station (col. 4 1. 51-63, col. 4 1. 15-22), starting an 
application defined by an address code associated to a name given by said access file as a 
function of the users choice (col. 1 1 1. 64-67 to col. 12 1. 1-5), access to the file determined by 
said address code while utilizing the address also given by said address code (col. 4 1. 22-27, col. 
1 1 1. 2-62), and starting said application (col. 3 1. 40-51). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of the 
claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of the various 
claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein were made absent any 
evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out 
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the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was not commonly owned at the time a later 
invention was made in order for the examiner to consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) 
and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 
4. Claim 2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being obvious over Linden et al. 
(hereinafter Linden, U. S. Patent No. 6,549,773 Bl) in view of Abraham et al. (hereinafter 
Abraham, U. S. Patent No. 5,983,270). 

As per claim 2, Linden does not explicitly disclose the system wherein firewall selects 
requests which include indications of ports contained in a list of permitted ports, characterized in 
that the ports of said applications are inserted into the list of the ports permitted by said firewall. 

Abraham, from the same field of endeavor, discloses a firewall that selects requests 
which include indications of ports contained in a list of permitted ports, characterized in that the 
ports of said applications are inserted into the list of the ports permitted by said firewall (fig. 2 
item #48, col. 35 1. 60-67 to col. 36 1. 1-15, fig. 17 and fig. 21). Therefore, it would have been 
obvious to a person of ordinary skilled in the art at the time the invention was made to 
incorporate the teaching of Abraham as stated above with the Linden's system and method in 
order to create a list of allowable ports based on the allowable applications. 

One of ordinary skilled in the art would have been motivated because it would have 
tracked and controlled the flow of all data packets passing through the firewall.
